THE GRAVITY OF THE FRENCH CRISIS. 

In an article upon the. gravity of the 
French crisis, printed in gur last issue, the 
situation was discussed from a single point 
of view,—tl® dismissal of the Ministry on 
account of its refusal to oppose the repeal 
of the Press laws by the House. There is 
another phase of the question, however, of 
much graver importance, and likely to be far- 
reaching in its oonsequenoes, involving, as 
M. Gamerrta ‘said in his closing speech, 
‘(war at home and abroad.” We refer to 
the Ultramontane intrigues which for some 
time past have distracted France and even 
affected Italy with their baleful influence. 
That the reader may thoroughly appreciate 
the bearings of Ultramontanism upon the 
present crisis, this article must be somewhat 
retrospective in character. 

As soon as it was evident that Russia and 
Tarkey were drifting into a war which 
would seriously engage the attention of the 
other European Powers, the Ultramontane 
Bishops of Feance commenced to agitate in 
behalf of the temporal power of the Pope. 
Violent charges were delivered, setting forth 
that the Pope was a prisoner, and furiously 
denouncing the Italian Government. At 
last the Clericals became so emboldened as 
to demand that President MacManon 
should reinstate the Pope by main force. 
The Italian Government complained of 
these intemperate denunciations, and the 
French Government issued a circular warn- 
ing the Bishops to desist. The Left thero- 
upon called for the facts, and was informed 
by M. Strom, then at the head of the Cabi- 
net, that the Bishops had obeyed the warn- 
ing, adding that the Italign Government had 
observed the Guarantee law, and that the 
Pope was only a voluntary prisoner. The 
announcement was not altogether satis. 


feature of French politics. Meanwhile new 
elements appesred in the quarrel. The 
Bishops issued a circular of an inflammatory 
character. Petitions were sent in to the 
House in favor of the temporal power. The 
Pope, by a special brief, instituted the Chan- 
cellor of the Catholic University of Lille. 
The Ministry refused to recognize the ap- 
pointment. On the 4th of May, M. Gar- 
BEeTTa, in the course of debate, delivered a 
powerful speech against the Clericals, show- 
ing that the anti-Clerical sentiment pervades 
the powerful faction of the Left which he 
leads, and which is in the majority of the 
House. In this speech he took the broad 
ground that the Gallican Church had been 
completely overshadowed dy the Ultramon- 
tane Church, and that the latter, supported 


| by Papal infallibility, ‘‘ has made the French 


National Church a feudal institution, whose 
supreme and directing chief is enthroned 
beyond the frontiers, and which constitutes 
in the heart of France a complete imperium 


in imperio, whose action escapes the ordinary 
|| laws of the country.” He closed his speech 


with an appeal to the Government to 
oppose the common enemy, who, without 
acknowledging the laws of France, menaced 
peace at home and security abroad, and 
brought his attack to a close with the 
declaration: ‘‘ L’ennemi c'est le clerwalisme.”

It is a mistake to assert that the Courts 
found it to be necessary to tax capital stocks 
in order to equalize assessments between 
rich companies and poor ones. The Courts 
said nothing about the necessity for any such 
tax. This protest is the assertion of the 
most reckless prejudice, and of prejudice 
founded on ignorance. The railroads of IIli- 
nois were built by the expenditure of money. 
The land they use was bought and paid for, 
the materials of the roadways, the whole 
equipment, including every vestige of prop- 
erty, was bought and paid for. The means 
of these companies was derived from stock 
subscriptions and from the sales of bonds. 
Everything the companies own under or 
above ground that can be sold and converted 
into money is the property of the companies, 
and is taxed as all other propegy is taxed, 
with a liberal discrimination of value against 
the corporations., The money invested in this 
property is largely owned beyond the State ; 
the bonds are held beyond the State, though 
all the property of the companies is within 
the State. Now the State of Illinois insists 
not only on taxing all the property of every 
description owned by the companies, but 
undertakes to tax in addition thereto the 
amount of the bonds and of the stock. It is 
hardly necessary to argue this matter to 
satisfy any intelligent man outside of the 
Legislature that this 1s duplicate taxation ; 
taxation of the entire property of the com- 
pany and then taxation of the paper title to 
that property. The signers of this pro 
place themselves on record as insisting 
the State shall continue to impose « 
tory taxation on sil cdrporate property. The 
value of capital comes as near to in- 
tangibility as anything that could be sélect-’ 
ed for taxation. Except as ropresenting the 
taxable property, of the company, it 
has no possible value. But, even 
as a representative of the property, 
it has no fixed value. The tangible property 
of a railroad may have a material value of 
$6,000,000. Its stock may not be worth 10 
cents on the dollar. The stock has one value | 
to-day and another to-morrow; and it is/ 
mere chance as what its quoted value may 
be when it is assessed. Tlie control of the 
road may fall into the hands of Jax Gov tp, 
or some other railroad-wrecker, and the value 
of the stock may be run down to a mini- 
mum. When the operator has bought all he 
needs, he can with equal dexterity advance 
the value of the stock and unload it on the 
market. It is ‘a mere chance whether this 
stock be assessed when it is down or up; in

When British Columbia united itself to the 
Dominion of Canada, in 1871, one of the stipu- 
lations of the union was the construction with- 
in ten years of arailway from the Pacific to a 
point of junction with the existing railway-sys- 
tems in the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec. 
The day that British Columbia entered the 
Dominion, the 20th of July, surveying parties 
left Victoria for different points in the Rocky 
Mountains, and all along the. line the work of 
laying out the road was actively prosecuted.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


CUZCO, IN PERU. 

One is surprised with the singular statement 
by Mr. Squier, that Cuzco, the second largest 
city in Peru, is less known to the inhabitants of 
Lima than is Berlin, and that a hundred natives 
of the Capital visit Paris where one visits this 
ancient seat of the Government of the Inca 
Empire. The reason for these curious facts is 
found in the inaccessible situation of Cuzco. It 
is approached from the west by the Port of 
Islay, and by the route, forty miles in length, 
leading to Arequipa, and thence 200 miles north- 
ward to the Vailey of Cuzco. The city is situ- 
ated at the northern end of the valley, on the 
lower slopes of three high hiils, where as many 
rtvulets coming together, like the fingers of an 
outspread hand, unite to form the Cachimayo.” 
Its site is elevated 11,380 feet above the sea, 
and ft is encircled by lofty, snow-clad 
mountains. 

Unlike Lima, Cuzco enjoys a healthy climate 
with a temperature like that of the south of 
France. The winter, which lasts from May to 
November, is a dry season. during which the 
earth is nearly barren of vegetation. The pro- 
ducts of the cool temperate zone ripen in the 
valley, while in less elevated spots, not more 
than twenty miles distant, the semi-tropical 
fruits are produced in abundance. 

Mr. Squier, from whom most of these partic- 

ulars are obtained, estimates the population of 
Cuzco at 50,000, with an equal number scattered 
through the valley. Seven-eighths of the inhabt- 
tants are natives; hence the aspect of the town 
is almost purely Indian. The city is the seat of a 
Bisbopric, a university, a prefecture, and a gar- 
rison. It contains thirty churches and eleven 
convents, all of which are well built, and lav- 
ishly decorated in the interior with old t- 
ings, having some among them of hie- 
torical value. The modern city is chief- 
by of Spanish origin, and edifices 
are substantial and handsome in construc- 
tion. The architecture is 24 of the 
Moorish type, and The houses are built around 
courts, with open corridors, supported by deli- 
cate columns, into which open the apartments 
ef every story. Jalousies project from the 
fronte,’’ ana the grou are used as shops 
opening on the streets. 
The streets of the city are noisomely filthy, 
and the gutters in the centre are the rece es 
of every sort of offensive garbage. In this lofty 
region the buzzard is not found, and his services 
as a scavenger are grievously missed. The 
Panteon, or cemetery of Cuzco, situated out- 
side the city, is surrounded by a high white 
wall, through which a large gateway allows ad- 
mittance. “St is the custom to entomb the 
bodies of the dead in ovens in the wall, where 
they continue for a year or two, after which the 
remains are withdrawn, and burned or buried 
without ceremony. 

Mr. — says of the style of living in 
Cuzco, There is hardly anything that can be 
called society, although the better class is hos- 
pitable and unaffected, and much more frank 
and easy in manner than the corresponding 
class in the towns on the coast, where native 
manners have been sacrificed in vain attempt to 
imitate foreign airs and graces. Some of the 
old families live in considerable style, and their 
houses are fitted with real elegance. A few of 
them retain apartments with heavy damask and 
em broidered hangings, and the rich and massive 
furniture and carvings of 200 years ago, when the 
nobility and wealth of Peru was concentrated 
in Cazeo. Others are furnished in modern, 
88 French style. with great mirrors, 
inlaid wardrobes, and grand pianos, that have 
been brought up, with infinite labor and at 
almost fabulous cost, from the coast.
